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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-4 and 9-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over either Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) or JP2000036370A further in view of 
JP355165288A and further in view of JP404224628A. AAPA and JP2000036370A are 
very similar. With respect to (WRT) Claim 9, JP355165288A shows (Figure 1 ) a 
chamber having plural diameter portions and the use thereof with particular known 
heating elements or particular known work pieces would have been obvious at the time 
applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art. 
JP404224628A describes (English Abstract, last two lines) the use of a shielding body 
and the use thereof with any beam apparatus would have been obvious at the time 
applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art in order to 
prolong the apparatus service life. WRT claims 9 and 1 1 , changing the shape of the 
apparatus through the use of plural chamber diameters or through the use of particular 
larger upper chamber diameter and smaller lower chamber diameter in the AAPA or 
JP2000036370A apparatus would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention 
was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because the shape change has an 
advantage such as prolonging the apparatus service life or has an advantage of use 
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with particular sized known filaments and known workpieces. The limitations of Claims 
2-4 can be found in AAPA (Specification, pages 1-5) and would have been obvious 
apparatus features at the time applicant's invention was made. With respect to claim 
10, plural reflectors are shown in AAPA (Figure 6 "Prior Art") and the use thereof in an 
apparatus having plural chamber diameters would have been obvious at the time 
applicant's invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art because they 
provide heat blocking and protection of the apparatus. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed July 03, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that JP355165288A and 
JP404224628A are nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must 
either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to 
the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied 
upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 
24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both references pertain to energy 
beam apparatus having known chamber shapes and shield shape features. In 
response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is 
based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on 
obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. 
But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of 
ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not include 
knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. 
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See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). In response to 
applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 
1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
